California Fruit Growers' Exchange 
is favorable to a big campaign of ad- 
vertising in the east, which will cause 
every town and hamlet to become fa- 
miliar with the lemons and orange^ 
of the r'ttctfle Cbast. .By many think- 
ing men, thitl procedure would do 
more to maintain prices arid secure a 
steady market thau the intricate fight 
for a tariff wall.

Newton has 
been farming irigated land in West Co- 
vina for six years. 
He has large hold- 


ings planted to walnuts, with inter- 
mediate crops of alfalfa and potatoes. 
The two men have the respect and 
confidence of everyone in the valley, 
and the big enterprise will be watched 
with interest. The subdivision means 
much to the whole valley, and is only 
one feature of the sure development of 
this vast acreage lying south of Co- 
vina.

Returned Kansan Thinks That Cali- 


fornia Soil Is High Priced 


And Is Pessimistic. 


The Topeka Daily State Journal has 


a communication from a business man 
who has visited California, and who 
has returned agin .to Kansas. The ar- 
ticle has a great deal to say in favor 
of KKansas, and very decidedly gives 
Southery California, and the state in 
general, a black eye. 


He says: "And much of the talk of 


the ease with which fortunes can be 
California are the dreams of men who 
have the land to sell. No one will 
deny the fertility of the California 
valleys, or of the irrigated lands there. 
But let me tell you that this land costs 
money. Four or five hundred dollars 
and more an acre is what the best of 
the fruit land brings and then much 
money has to be suent on it before it 
in in condition for fruit culture". 


This remark by the returned Kan- 


san is supposed to be something that 
•will put a damper on the desire of 
the Kansas people to acquire Califor- 
nia lands. But what is the reason 
why the land costs four or five hun- 
dred an acre? 
What is the reason 


•why you can buy land in Kansas for 
$150 per acre and even fifty dollars 
per acre? Any farmer, who has made 
any success at all, knows that there is 
nothing that reflects the character of 
profits like the price of land. Kansas 
has a great farming industry. It is 
different from California. When a re- 
turned Kansan tries to knock Califor- 
nia soils "because they cost money, he 
is really a good booster, and should be 
put on the pay roll <of some Califor- 
nia land company. 


MANKER TURNS UP. 


Illinois Banker, Known By Many in 


Covina, Gives Himself to Po- 


lice of 'Frjsco. 


The former residents of Pikf coun- 


ty, Illinois, who are now citizens of 
Covina, read with interest, the arti- 
cles in the San Francisco papers, tell- 
ing of the re-appearance of Carey A. 
'Mitnker, former president and owner 
of Iho Uaiik of Pearl, in the town of 
that name. After years of traveling 
about the country, working as a car- 
penter, and at odd jobs, he has wear- 
ied of his life as a fugitive, and has 
given himself up to the San Francis- 
co police. 


Manker embezzled the funds of his 


bank, and left many of his former 
townsmen to mourn their loss of mon- 
ey, as well as the loss of respect for 
the man who has hitherto been a 
man of integrity.

absconded,

Thermometers that register 100 in Southern 
California in summer are not pointing to any danger mark or of dis- 
comfort worth mentioning. Nobody has ever been overcome by the 
heat in Southern California. 
This is an absolute fact. It gets so

fields. Bt no man ever crawled to a tree and died of the heat a.Cthey 
freijuently do in the east. And, when night comes the heat dissipates 
rapidly. As soon as the sun is behind the mountains, the weather 
cools rapidly, and you've got to have one blanket on your bed all 
night. But don't believe the newspapers when they say it never gets 
hot here. If it didn't get hot. Los Angeles county would never have

production" in orange groves, and the 
Argus, in support of this campaign, 
will borrow from Roosevelt, and say: 
"This is bully.." 
Before speaking of 


the Press articles, the Argus wishes 
to again voice its gratitude to a River- 
side grower, name now forgotten by 
this paper, who said: 
"It is not so 


much a matter of decadence in the or- 
ange tree as a decadence in the orange 
grower." In a long article in the issue 
of Wednesday evening, July 10, the 
Riverside Press begins by speaking of 
an article in the Covina Argus of re- 
cent, date, in which it was pointed out 
that by better fertilization, the out-put 
in the Covina valley could be increas- 
ed by 500 to 1000 carloads in a year. 
The Argus wishes now to say thai a 
vigorous campaign for more fertiliza- 
tion was carried on in the Covina val- 
ley by this paper last fall, resulting in 
the increase in the use of fertilizer 
amounting to one-third more than in 
any other year. The results from this 
increase in fertilization 
(which was 


also accompanied by more intensive 
care) is of course not yet obtainable, 
as we do not expect any evidences in 
such a short lapse of time. 
We have, 


however, a splendid crop of Valen- 
cias all over the Covina valley.

On the same page of the Riverside 


Press of July 
19, appears 
Editor 


Clarke's editorial, setting forth "The 
Real Estate Side of It." The Press is 
being importuned by the real estate 
men to "Put the soft pedal on these 
orange articles of yours for awhile.

The Argus has received 


ts share of opposition in printing the 
.ruth about some phases of citrus cul- 
ture. 
The Argus has paid no atten- 


tion to it, knowing all the time that 
the paper was working for the grower, 
and not for the real estate manipula- 
tors. 
Probably the Riverside Press 


has nothing but good wishes for the 
real estate men, as is the case with 
the Argus, but the real and earnest 
orange grower comes first in consider- 
ation. "Every newspaper has to meet 
such objection when it' starts some 
movement along reform lines," says 
the Press. 


Let the Argus right here send a 


message to the Riverside orange dis- 
trict. You will profit mightily by get- 
ting at the troubles in the citrus busi- 
ness in your district. 
Yctii will not 


profit by covering them up. 
On the 


contrary, you will fail. 
Covina has 


troubles. 
But Los Angeles county,

Their boy is twelve years old f 


McManus meets his charge of cruelty 
in objecting to her social life by say- 
ing that while she was attending a 
.Mother's Congress, a Parent-Teachers 
Association and about ten other so- 
cial organizations and woman's clubs, 
their child was being neglected and 
was allowed to run the streets and 
live upon cold lunches. 


Both parties to the quarrel make 


charges of personal abuse. She says 
that he has an ugly disposition and 
has used violent language and blows. 
He retorts in his answer to her and 
in his cross complaint that she would 
come home from a round of social 
duties utterly fagged out and would 
berate him with bitterness and some- 
times assault him with kitchen uten- 
sils and with dishes. There is a mo- 
ther-in-law in the case, as sometimes 
happens, and she figures conspicuous- 
ly on both sides. Mrs. McManus says 
that her husband was unkind to her 
mother while McManus says that his 
wife's mother, before he married Mrs. 
McManus forced the girl to do heavy 
housework when the 
young woman 


was on crutches. 


The division of the property, if the 


divorce is granted and a division is 
made, will no doubt require some time 
before a referee. 
McManus is a weal- 


thy man, but he contends that he is 
not today worth more than he pos- 
sessed before he met Mrs. Mc.Manus. 
His original stake he made as a sin- 
gle man when mining in Australia. 
After his marriage, he made favor- 
able investments but he contends that 
these profits have been entirely off- 
set by the money he has spent upon 
his family in the fourteen years of 
their married life. 
His investments 


have been numerous, but his living 
expenses have amounted to between 
three and four thousand dollars a 
year and he says that he has given 
his wife the advantage of expensive 
travel. He bought and sold at a pro- 
fit a saloon at Atlanta, Georgia, and 
another in Los Angeles, but his prin- 
cipal and all of his present invest- 
ments have been in Southern Califor- 
nit real estate.
